There are some who seek to blame 
“Wilmington Town Hall’’ because the 
Wilmington dump has been closed. Such is 
not the case. 

The Wilmington Town Dump was a well 
run operation and over the years the people 
of Wilmington saved a lot of money by the 
dump being in Wilmington. There were 
many dumps in Massachusetts which were 
worse. The operator did a good job. 

The difficulty started with the fire in the 
Middleton dump, some six or seven months 
ago. It lasted for days. There was smoke 
and stench over many highways and a con- 
siderable inconvenience to the residents of 
the area. The National Guard had to be 
called, and a lot of state money was spent. 

As a result the State Department of En- 
vironmental! Quality Engineering (the State 
Board of Health) began to look at all dumps 
in Massachusetts. Wilmington was only one 
of them, and by no means the worst. 

The operator of the dump and the town 
found themselves in the office of the At- 
torney General. That office was acting for 
the DEQE, to use an acronym. 
Wilmington's town dump had to become a 
sanitary land fill operation or it would be 
shut down. Both the operator and the town 
were told this, and the deadline was July 1 
After that the penalty would be $1000 a day 

Both the operator and the town signed the 
order 

A few thousand yards of gravel, at the 
town dump, would have put things aright. 
Admittedly that would have cost money, 
but the Attorney General's office could 
have found that Wilmington had a “sanitary

land fill” and the dump would have been 
allowed to continue. There would have 
been no “‘dump crisis.” 

The question was whe was to pay for the 
gravel. 

Over the years Wilmington had saved a 
lot of money, in the operation of that dump. 
There were many who felt the town could 
contribute a few thousand yards of gravel, 
and keep the dump im operation. This paper 
shared in those feelings. 

There were a number of proposals, and a 
lot of maneuvers. If it had come to a vote in 
the Town Meeting it is quite probable that 
the town would not have voted to supply the 
gravel. The proposal was too highly 
political. 

A few thousand yards of grave! would 
have solved the problem. The town was not 
in a position where it could supply that 
gravel, and the operater would not. 

Changes are coming im Massachusetts, 
with reference to emviremment. A town 
with a town dump will probably find itself 
in an advantageous posities. im a few years. 
To lose a town dump at this time may prove 
to be costly to the town. ‘ 

But to blame the town hall is wrong. To 
persons who seek to do so the question 
should be asked: 

“Were you at the ammual town meeting in 
March?” 

A few dozen of the many hundreds of per- 
sons who are now reported to have signed 
petitions in the Last few weeks would have 
made a tremendous difference at that town 
meeting.

Board of Health 
plays it cool 


The Tewksbury Board of Health played it cool, Tuesday night. 
After a long discussion there was one vote - a double one. 

The Board of Health voted to find out what it costs to truck 
rubbish out of town, and the Board of Health voted to invite Mrs. 
Jeannette Rocco to attend their next meeting in the town hall. 


The Board of Health meeting 
resembled a Round Table. There 
were Selectmen, there were Plan- 
ning Board members, and there 
were members of the Dump Com- 
mittee which first met last Thurs- 
day. There were also a few per- 
sons who were just spectators. 

Two weeks ago Wilmington 
began a new rubbish collection ser- 
vice, and shut off using the dump 
that had served that town for 
years. The new contractor, a sub- 
sidiary of Browning Ferris In- 
dustries, contracted to remove the 
rubbish from Wilmington. Other 
than that no place was mentioned. 

Tewksbury quickly was alerted 
to the situation, and a week ago the 
Tewksbury selectmen voted no 
Wilmington rubbish. Officials 
were directed to be certain that no 
Wilmington rubbish was going to 
the Rocco Cump, off South Street. 
The Rocco Dump has served 


ing the Rocco Dump by eminent 
domain. The Board was also told 
that perhaps there was a year or 
two left in service in the dump, but 
that there were problems about 
water levels. > 

Frank Canelas, owner of a truck- 
ing service, was one of those pre- 
sent. Mr. Canelas offered an opi- 
nion that it would cost $25 a ton to 
transport Tewksbury rubbish to 
the Saugus Dump. The annual cost 
to Tewksbury, he said would be 
“half a million,” and there would 
be no alternative. 

Joe Doherty, South Street resi- 
dent, and member of the Planning 
Board said that state authorities 
were of the opinion that the pre- 
sent dump was ‘‘adequate for only 
afew Wad

In the Fight for Freedom! 


Wilmington residents may be proud of 
the part the people of this town played, 
200 years ago, during tne surring events 
of the fight for freedom which eventually 
became known as the Revolutionary 
War. 

On Concord Day there were over 100 
men from Wilmington who marched, in 
the early hours to that town. Capt. 
Cadwallader Ford and the Wilmington 
Company of Minute Men were among the 
Minute Men companies that fought the 
British at Meriam’s Corner, where the 
British retreat became a rout. 

There are, in the Wilmington 
cemeteries, the graves of.28 men who 
served in the Revolutionary War. But 
many of those who served are buried 
elsewhere. 

It has been shown, recently, that of all 
the able bodied men between the ages of 
16 and 60, in Wilmington, during the time 
of the Revolution, every one save one 
served in the American forces.

The water shortage 
in Wilmington 


There isn't enough water 'in the standpipes of Wilmington to 
put out a serious fire. The pumps in the pumping station have 
been operating on a 24 hour schedule, and every night the water 
level drops in the standpipes. Monday night the level dropped 80 
feet. 

The situation is grim, and:the chairman of the Board of Water 
Commissioners knows it. Thursday, in the meeting of the com- 
missioners, he said he would turn on the pumps at the Butters 
Row and Aldrich Road pumping stations “immediately” if there

was a fire, and the Fire Chief asked for more water. 


Those two pumping stations are 
capable of pumping 1% million 
gallons of water a day. If they 
were working there would be no 
water shortage. And, if they were 
working, there might a ee 
revolution in Wilmington. 
wells at those stations have ine ~ 
cessive amount of bog iron, and an 
excessive amount of manganese. 
The water as a consequence, from 
those wells, while drinkable, is 
black and muddy. People do not 
like black and muddy water. 

It was over two years ago that 
the Water Commissioners asked 
for a $2 million appropriation, to 
erect a facility for taking iron and 
manganese out of the town water. 
The town meeting turned the com- 
missioners down. There was only 
about $3 votes in favor. 

The situation was political. 

Since then there have been many 
probings for possible well sites in 
Wilmington. Test wells have been 
dug, hundreds of test wells. The 
water found has not been suitable 
for human consumption. 

Two wells which the Water Com- 
missioners sought to have dug, and 
which could perhaps supply the 
water missing since the Butters 
Row and Aldrich Road well fields 
were shut down, have never gotten 
started. The Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineers has not given 
permission. 


One of those wells is referred to 
as the ‘Salem Street site.” It is 
near the former town dump off 
Salem Street, and near the big 
pond that was dug during the 
“gravel war’’ 20 years ago. 

The water tests pure. It has 
never tested anything but pure. 
But - once upon a time, about 20 


years ago, an oil truck driver 
cleaned out his truck, at the old 
town dump, and that oil sludge has 
been a problem ever sincé. 


‘The Department of Environmen- 
tal Quality Engineering objected 
to having a well anywhere near 
Satoll sludge. 

later Department spent 
several thousand dollars, and dug 
out all the sand that had been 
Pervosated by oil. 

The Department of Environmen- 
tal Quality Engineering still will 
not give permission to have that 
well dug. 

The other well which the Water 
Commissioners ask to have is a 
ddep well - about 150 feet deep, at 
the Brown's Crossing pumping sta- 
tion in North Wilmington. There 
are some 40 wells there, shallow 
wells that go down to a depth of 
about 30 feet. They are getting old 

- 50 years old. There is much pipe 
(2% inch) that has become rusty, 
and as a consequence there is a lot 
of water that has been lost. 


For months now, the Wilmington 
Water Department has been seek- 
ing permission to dig a deep well 
at the Browns Crossing station, so 
as to take the load from the 
shallow wells. It is hoped that the 
shallow wells can be dug up, and 
new, four inch pipe put in. That 
would do much toward relieving 
the water crisis. 

For months the department has 
been waiting for an approval from 
the Department oar Environmental 
Quality Engineeri 

That approval ‘finally arrived, 
Monday. 

twill take a month or so to get 
the new deep well constructed. 
Sometime about the first of August 
the new well may be in operating 
condition. 

It looks like a long dry summer, 
in Wilmington.
